Oswald Was Not an Agent for the U.S. Government 

From the time of his release from the Marine Corps until the as- 
sassination, Dee Harvey Oswald dealt in various transactions with 
several agencies of the U.S. Government. Before departing the 
I micd States for the Soviet Union in 10r»0, he obtained an Amerimn 
passport, which lie returned to the Embassy in Moscow in October 
,7; "ben be attempted to renounce bis U.S. citizenship. Thereafter, 
while in the Soviet Union, Oswald had numerous contacts with the 
-American Embassy, both in i>erson and through correspondence. Two 
years later, he applied for the return and renewal of his passport, 
a\ nch was granted him. His application concerning the admittance 
of hit wife to this country was passed upon l>v the Immigration and 
Antumhzation Service of the Department of Justice in addition to 
lie btate Department. And before returning to this country, he 
secured a loan from the State Department, to help cover his transportn- 
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Iietieved Hint Oswald may have practiced have liecn examined by Hie

— The testimony of Alliert ( ■ tiv Bogard 
has I teen carefully evaluated limtuse it surest s the possihilitv that 
Oswald might have lieen a proficient automobile driver and, during 
Xoveuiher P.HKl, might have been ex|H*cting funds with which to pur- 
chase a car. Howard, formerly an automobile salesman with a Lin- 
coln-Memiry linn in Dallas, testified that in the early afternoon of 
November t>. IfXW, lie attended a prospective customer who he believes 
was Lee Harvey Oswald. According lo Howard, the customer, after 
t est driving an automobile over the Stemmons Freeway at (K> to 70 
miles per hour, told Bogard that in several weeks he would have the 
money to make a purchase. Howard asserted that the customer gave 
his name as "Lee Oswald,” which Bogard wrote on a business curd. 
After Oswald's name was mentioned on the radio on Xovemlier 22, 
Bogard assertedly threw the card in a trash can, making the comment 
to coemployees that he supposed Oswald would no longer wish to buy 
a car.** 3 

Bogard's testimony has received some corroboration. The assistant 
sales manager at the time, Frank Pixzo, recalled the incident when 
the customer descrilied by Bogard was in the Khowroom. ,,u,, A second 
salesman, Oran Brown, recalled that Bogard asked him to assist the 
customer if he ap|K>ured during certain evenings when Bogard was 
away from the showroom. 00 * Both Brown and his wife mnemlier 
that Brown too wrote down the customer's name as u Hee Oswald ." * m 
However, doubts exist about the accuracy of Bogard's testimony. 
On Xovemljer 2U a search through the showroom's refuse was made, 
for Bogard's card, but nothing bearing Oswald’s name was found, 
though it is possible that the card had U»en burned by the time of the 
search.* 11 * In a signed statement prepared on Decemlier 12, BMW, Bo- 
gard stated that he tore up the card Sifter President Kennedy had been 
killed” and after having heard that Oswald bad l»een picked up as a 
suspect.™ 0 Bogard later test ified. % *I hadn t heard that the President 
bad been killed, just heard a policeman had Ikhmi shot and that's when 
I tore up the card and said, ‘lie won’t want to buy a car."'™ 1 It is 
difficult to reconcile this statement with the sequence of events on 
November 22. President Kennedy was shot at 12:80 p.m., and his 
death was announced publicly at approximately 1 p.m. Officer 
Tippit was shot at about 1 :1<» p.m., but Lh* Harvey Oswald was not

Oswald Was Not an Agent for the U.S. Government 

From the time of bis release from the Marine Corps until the as- 
sassination. Lee Harvey Oswald dealt in various transactions with 
several agencies of the I’.S. Government. Before departing the 
United States for the Soviet Union in PXffi, he obtained an American 
passport, which lie returned to the Kmbassy in Moscow in October 
18150 when he attempted to renounce his U.S. citizenship. Thereafter, 
while in the Soviet Union, Oswald had numerous contacts with the 
American Kmlmssy, lx>tli in person and through correspondence. Two 
years later, he applied for the return and renewal of his pass|M>rl, 
which was granted him. His ap]dieation concerning the admittance 
of his wife to this country was passed ii|mmi by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service of the Department of dust ice in addition to 
the State Department. And before returning to this country, he 
secured a loan from the Stale Department to help cover his transporta- 
tion costs from Moscow to New York. These dea 1 i ngs with the Depart- 
ment of State and the Immigration and Naturalization Service have 
t>een reviewed earlier in this chapter and are considered in detail in 
appendix XV. After his return, Oswald was interviewed on three 
invasions by agents of the FBI, and Mrs. Paine was also <|iiestionod 
by the FBI alamt Oswald's activities. Oswald obtained a second 
passport in June of 1!KW. And both the FBI and the UIA 
took note of his Fair Play for Culm Committee activities in New 
Orleans and his appearance at the Soviet consulate in Mexico City. 
For reasons which will l>e discussed fully in chapter VI 11, Oswald’s 
name was never given to the U.S. Secret Service, 

These dealings have given rise to numerous rumors and allegations 
that Oswald may have been a paid informant or some type of under- 
cover agent for a Federal agency, usually the FBI or the CIA. The 
Commission has fully explored whether Oswald had any official or 
unofficial relationship with any Federal agency beyond that already 
described. 

Oswalds mother, Mrs. Marguerite Oswald, testified l>efore the Com- 
mission that she believes her son went to Russia and returned as nn 
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
